Madison, Wis., Feb. 7.—Supt: Henry 


of the United States agricultural ex- 
periment station today • announced 
that Profs. Babcock and Russell of that 
department had made a discovery ' 
which, would revolutionize 
cheese- 


making. . Their discovery is that bac- 
teria have nothing to do with cheese 
curing,.. but'-ttiat'a fluid called galact- 
ase, which is secreted with the milk 
by the cow cures the cheese, and that 
cheese cures better at low tempera- 
tures than at medium temperatures. 


The cheese making world has al- 


ways believed that medium tempera- 
tures were necessary for the proper 
curing of cheese, because the bacteria 
which were considered necessary for 
the proper curing, would not live at 
low temperatures. 
The discoverers 


of galactese declare that the lacteria 
are unnecessary and If anything harm- 
ful, and that a low temperature would 
kill them and at the same time allow 
the galactase to do its hotter work.

From June 17, 
the clay of the 
fighting at Ta- 
kn. until the al- 


illes marched up, tlie middle of August, 
'death from Chinese bullets or star- 
vation or massacre seemed inevitable. 
The Boxer uprising in May led to daily 
insults to foreigners in the streets of 
Poking. Next came the murder of mis- 
sionaries arid the general cry of the 
•Chinese Uiat the foreigners must go. 
'The wildest rumors were spread by 
friends and enemies. 
The ministers 


.appealed to the tsung-11-ynrnen, and at 
.a meeting called to deliberate on the 
•evil there were but four Chinese mem- 
bers present, and one of them slept dur- 
ing Sir Claude Macdocald's protest 
against the daily murders of mission- 
aries. 
At the request of the legations 


the throne issued an edict, but managed 
Ao pat the Boxers on the back, and 
•meanwhile the empress dowager, was 
liolding n fetp at the summer palace. 
Rumors of Admiral Seymour's relief 
expedition reached the legations and 
.members went to the outskirts to meet 
it. When they turned back disappoint- 
ed the Chinese jeered and cried out, 
"An end to tho foreigners." 


'iTbe Japanese chancellor was murder- 


•ed while outside the gates awaiting the 
arrival of the relief force. 
At this 


time, June 11, all telegraphic commu- 
nication had been cut. On the 12th a 
-deputation of Chinese officials called 
-at the legations and declared that the 
Boxer movement had been suppressed, 
adding that China would protect tbe 
.foreign envoys as guests and strangers 
-within her walls. 
Yet the very next 


•flay Boxers began 
to burn foreign 


buildings within sight of the legations. 
.Native Christians were murdered by 
-wholesale. Late at night a party of 
Boxers advanced from the burning 
mission and customs buildings toward 
the Austrian legation, and the first de- 
fense was made. They were allowed 
-to come within 150 yards of the lega- 
tion, and then a machine gun opened 
•upon them. 
Owing to the lay of the 


.•ground all the bullets went over the 
-target, and the Boxers claimed this as 
Jin evidence of their invulnerability. 


After this attempt of the Boxers 


-the legations set to work to prepare 
•for a long defense. Barricades were 
-thrown up at various points, and pick- 
ets were set to watch the gathering of 
Boxers close to the lines. : All couriers 
from the legations to tbe outside world 
-were turned back. Patrols sent out 
to neighboring mission districts to suc- 
•cor native Christians found the Boxers 
.at work massacring the helpless peo- 
.ple. One patrol shot down 46 Boxers 
-caught red handed at their work. On 
the 19th of June the Chinese sent an 
ultimatum to the legations 
saying 


"that as the allies had threatened the 
forts at Taku China considered it an 
»ct of war and the legations must leave 
Peking within 24 hours or protection 
•could not be guaranteed. 
It was al- 


ready known to the Chinese that the 
Taku forts had been taken. 


As the ultimatum closed with the as- 


surance that the legations would be 
given safe conduct and transport the 
ministers asked the nature of the safe- 
guard, considering that the country 
was filled with hostile rebels. The dip- 
lomatic corps decided to accept the ulti- 
matum, and the Americans began to 
get ready, but the British waited fur- 
ther developments. On the morning of 
the 20th, no reply having been received 
to the demand as to safeguards, it was 
moved in a meeting of the diplomatic 
body that all the ministers go to the 
tsung-li-j-amen for an answer. 
This 


was probably what the Chinese looked 
for, 
but no one seconded the motion. 


The German minister, Baron von Ket- 
teler, spoke Chinese fluently and with 
bis Chinese secretary started alone for 
the yamen. He had asked the previous 
day for an audience at 9 a. m. the 20th. 
Before leaving the legation precincts 
and while close to a Chinese police sta- 
tion the bnron was shot dead in his 
chair by a soldier in full uniform. The 
secretary was also fired upon, but he 
escaped and ran to the yamen, where 
be found neither prince nor minister in 
waiting to receive his chief. 


The ministers In the.legations were 


quickly informed of the fate of their 
•colleague. A little later a dispatch was 
received from the yamen rescinding the 
•ultimatum for the reason that the coun- 
try swarmed with brigands, and It 
would be unsafe for the ministers to 
start for Tien-tsin. All of this was In- 
terpreted to- mean that having failed to 
get all the ministers in the trap with 
You Ketteler they would attack the le- 
gations. The garrison, consisting of 18 
officers 
and 2S9 men, was 
posted 


around the compound, nnd at 4 p. m., 
the time limit of the ultimatum, the 
Chinese under cover at every point of 
vantage opened rifle fire upon the Aus- 
trian and French outposts. 


The siege had. begun, and the tem- 


per of the 
foreigners was 
quickly 


shown. The American legation build- 
ing had already been given up as un- 
tenable, the Anstrlans quickly aban- 
doned theirs, and the whole force of 
officials, with their families, excepting 


the French minister, crowded Into thd 
British compound. At the main gate 
of the foreign inelosure the besieged 
placed the British Nordenfeldt In a 
redoubt. There were three other guns 
fu the armament, the Italians having 
a one pounder, the Americans a Colt 
and the Austrians a machine gun. 


Around the British legation the de- 


fenders built walls of sand bags. 
It 


was dangerous for a foreigner to show 
himself in the daytime. The Chinese 
were continually sniping. 
They also 


tried to burn the British legation by 
firing buildings close to it when the 
wind was favorable. 
On the 23d of 


June the Chinese mounted a Krupp 
gun 1,000 yards from the legations 
and began throwing shells. 


A second Krupp gun was posted 300 


yards from the British legation and 
another hauled close to the American 
barricade on the city walls. A desper- 
ate sortie to capture tbe gun near the 
legation, failed. In front of the Ger- 
man, barricade 
the Chinese had a 


Krupp gun, which shelled the German 
position, and on the morning of July 
1 a band of Celestials surprised and 
routed the German guard. This 1?f^ 
the American barricade without sup- 
port, and the guard fell back to the 
main line. The wall was the key to 
the position. 
The American Captain 


Myers Immediately dashed for the bar- 
ricade with about 30 followers and so- 
cured it before the Chinese saw their 
opportunity. 


Later in the day, July' 1, Captain 


Paolini of the Italian contingent led 
a gallant sortie to capture a Krupp 
which was liring into the compound at 
close range. It could only be reached 
by means of a long lane at the head of 
which was a Chinese barricade. Fno- 
liui's men, 30 in number, rushed alo»g 
the lane for some yards, when sudden- 
ly the Chinese rules on the barrlende 
opened fire. 
At the first fire Paolini 


was wounded and two Italians killed. 
By taking- shelter and covering one on- 
other man for man the assailants man- 
aged to retreat through a wall border- 
ing on the lane. 


Meanwhile the Chinese authorities 


brazenly treated 
the ministers as 


though all was peaceful. They sent in 
communications asking the ministers 
to attend to diplomatic matters of a 
local nature. On July 3 Captain Myers 
with a force of CG men gallantly charg- 
ed the Chinese barricade on the wall 
and captured It. 
This was the first 


success of the siege. 
Casualties were 


suffered every day in the ordinary ex- 
posure of the siege. By the middle'of 
July the Chinese had a Krupp gun on 
the wall within 40 yards of the Amer- 
ican barricade. On the 13th a mine 
was exploded under the French le- 
gation and two marines killed. Sev- 
eral officers standing over the mine 
narrowly escaped. 
On the 14th the 


Chinese again tried to get the foreign- 
ers to leave Peking. In a communi- 
cation signed by Prince Cbing "and 
others" the ministers were informed 
that the relief expedition of June had 
been turned back by Boxers. An asy- 
lum was offered the besieged in the 
tsung-li-yamen if the ministers, with 
tlieir staffs and families, would leave 
tbe compound in detachments under 
escort of Chinese officers. 


Meanwhile the Chinese In Peking 


knew that Tien-tsln had been captur- 
ed by the allies, and they made fur- 
ther effort to bring about peace with 
the legations, although firing contin- 
ued. 
The ministers declined to go 


out, and tbe Chinese pledged protection

in the compound. On the ICth the first 
message from the outside world came 
In the shape of a dispatch from the 
state department at Washington to 
Minister Conger, saying, "Communi- 
cate tidings to bearer." 
Conger re- 


plied In cipher: "For one month we 
have been besieged in British legation 
under continued shot and shell from 
Chinese troops. Quick relief only can 
prevent general . massacre." 
This in- 


cident led to a gradual cessation of at- 
tacks by the Chinese, although they 
continued firing into the compound. 
Letters passed between the ministers 
and Chinese daily. 
But when the 


news was verified that the allied troops 
were marching to tbe relief of the lega- 
tions a fresh fusillade of rifle fire nnd 
bombardment was opened and kept up 
for two days. On the 14th of August 
shell and volley firing was heard off 
at the east gate of Pelting, and the 
Chinese turned away 'from the lega- 
tions. From daylight until past noon 
the anxious souls waited on the walls, 
and while munching horseflesh for the 
midday meal the cry was raised, "The 
British are coming!" Then stalwart, 
swarthy Sikhs and the sturdy Rajputs 
swung round an angle in the wall 
Into view, marching for the gate of the 
legation. The siege was raised.

A lawsuit which is oiie of the most 


Important toworneiithat have ever been 
on in Connecticut is now pending in 
the 'courts of that state. Nearly a gen- 
eration ago Connecticut passed a mar- 
.^led woman's property act giving to 
•wives nil ronl or personal estate inher- 
ited by them after marriage. Up to 
.:that time n wife's inheritance belonged 
liy law to her husband. A law giving 
«i wife her own would have disturbed 
the existing status of vested rights if 
'It had applied to wives whose hus- 
bands hncl taken possession of their 
property previous to the passing of this 
act. In order, therefore, not to disturb 
Vested rights the new law stipulated 
that its provisions should apply only to 
•women married' after 1877. Three or 
four years ago, full 20 after the pas- 
sage of the married woman's property 
net, n wife inherited some money. The 
property had not been hers or in conse- 
quence her husband's fit the time of 
the passage of the law. There was no 
reason at that time to believe it ever 
•would be hers. Undoubtedly by right 
It was hers absolutely. But she had 
been married previous to 1877, hence 
tinder the law there seemed a reasona- 
ble claim that her husband could put 
forth to the inheritance. It brought a 
new question up in the courts, a ques- 
tion of interpretation of the law as be- 
'tween equity and legal technicality, 
and that is the point now being argued 
In the Connecticut courts. The suit is 
inore Interesting from the fact that the 
plaintiff, who is the wife suing for her 
own inheritance, has employed women 
lawyers to defend her case, thus pre- 


. e'enting a unique situation, which only 


a woman judge is wanting to make 
complete. The lending attorney for the 
plaintiff is Miss S. C. O'Neill of Water- 
bury, who is a member of her father's 
law firm. Her associate counsel is Miss 
-ilsabelln Mary Pettus, a lecturer in the 
4%'onieti's law class of the University of 
Kew York.
